dations of'many hopeful Towns and Calcnies in-a deſulate Wilderneſs, and 
therefore conceive our ſelyesof this Nation bound t6 befrelpful inthe promoting 
and advancing of a work ſo much tending wo the honoFof Almighty God, Be it 
therefore Enited, and it is hereby EnaQedby this preſent Parlamentyand by the 
authority therof, That for the furthering ſo good a work,ang forthe purpoſes afore- 
ſaid, from henceforth there ſhall be a Corporation in Exglaz conſiſting of fix- 
teen perſons(wiz.)a Prefidenr, Treaſurer,and fourteen Afhſtants; And.thar w:il/;am 
Steel Eſq; Harbert Pelham Eſq; Fames Sherley, 4 br ahgm Bpbingtoy, Robert Hough- 
ton, Richard Hatchinſon, George Dux, Robert Tomſon, witkam Adell;ny, John Hode- 
ſon, Edward Parks, EdwardClud, and Richard L loyd, Thomas.
